And, 


too, time'wi I be saved in getting the equip­ 


ment t cck on the jab when it is needed next 


spring. 


Here are suggestions from the engineer 


for winter care: Keep machinery under shel­ 


ter when it is not in use. 
Bright metal 


parts, such os plow wings, mower sickles, cul­ 


tivator points and other working parts should 


be coated with grease or a rust preventative. 


Rubber tires should be blocked up to take 


the weight of the machine off of them while 


in storage 


Drain the gasoline from auxiliary motors 


Rem ive the spark plugs and drop three or 


four ounces of cyl nder oil in each cylinder 


ond turn the motor over a few times. 


The cooling system on oil motors not used 


during the winter months should be drained. 


Place a cover over the engine exhaust pipe 


to k eep out moisture. 
Lubricate all grease 


points on machinery when it goes into stor­ 


age, and charge all batteries.

Idea, soys the engineer, to remove batteries 


from the motor and check them at regular

When Governor W. Lee O ’Dan 
iel was sworn in for his first term 
there was 
a record number of 
53,000 onlookers. 
To Governor Shivers, however 
goes the record of having served 
as governor of Texas longer than 
any other man. 
He w ill have 
been in office five and a half years 
on January 22. 
Governor Coke R. 
Stevenson, 
runner-up for the honors, served 
five years, five months and 13 
days. 
Shivers beat that record 
on December 24.
